Saturday 
morning will leave by the same 
door through which Secord 
began her famous trek, says 
Caroline McCormick, president 
of the Friends of Laura Secord 
and organizer of the event, 
more than two years in the 
making.

There will be a sunrise 
ceremony to open the 
event at about 6 a.m., says 
McCormick, with the walk 
beginning at about 6:15 

McCormick herself, a 
great-great-great- 
grandaughter of Secord, 
will be too busy the day of 


the event to walk the entire 
32-kilometre route herself, 
but she plans to walk the 
last leg of it with Tim 
Johnson, a direct descen¬ 
dant of Joseph Brant and 
his son John Brant, both 
Mohawk leaders. John 
Brant fought in the Battle 
of Beaverdams, and might 


well have walked with 
Secord the day she reached 
the DeCew House. If they 
didn’t meet, they were at 
the least in the same place 
at the same time, she says. 

"His ancestor and my 
ancestor may have walked 
together that day. It would 
be fitting if we can make 
the final bit other

Caroline 
McCormick has been 
researching Laura 
Secord, gathering 
every bit of informa¬ 
tion she can find about 
her for many years, 
but more intensively 
leading up to the 200th 
anniversary of her 
ancestor’s 32-kilome- 
tre walk to warn British 
Lieutenant James 
FitzGibbon about an 
American attack. 

Secord’s informa¬ 
tion and the resulting 
victory by the British, 
with the help of the 
First Nations, is con¬ 
sidered by some histo¬ 
rians to have turned 
the tide of the War of 
1812. 

One bit of history 
McCormick discov¬ 
ered was a meeting 
between the Prince of 
Wales, Albert Edward, 
who visited the 


Canadian colonies 
and the U.S. in 1860 as 
a young man of 18, 
and which eventually 


led to some recogni¬ 
tion for Secord’s 
accomplishments, 
which until then had 


been virtually 
ignored.

“She could probably 
walk the 32 kilometres, 
she’s such a strong 
woman. She lives in her 
own home, cooks her 
own meals, even mows 
her lawn. She isn’t walk¬ 
ing, but she will be at the 
DeCew House." 

It was her grandfa¬ 
ther, and McCormick’s 
great grandfather, who 
on the centennial of 
Secord’s walk made a 
deal with Frank 
O’Connor, the founder 
of Laura Secord 
Chocolates, to use her 

“He agreed, but it 
wasn’t about money, to 
him it was never about 
that. The family never 
made any money from 
that It was about keep¬ 
ing her name out there. 
It has helped keep her 
name alive for the last 
100 years." 

For those who choose 
not to walk but want to 


celebrate the bicenten¬ 
nial, it will be family fun 
day at the Laura Secord 
Homestead throughout 
the day. 

At the DeCew House 
in Thorold there will be 
a 3 p.m. ceremony to 
commemorate Laura 
Secord and the First 
Nations contribution to 
the history of Canada. 
Fitzgibbons’ 49th 
Regiment, entertain¬ 
ment and food, and per¬ 
haps Fitzgibbons him¬ 
self, will be on hand to 
welcome those who 
make the trek, all of it or 
the last portion of it, says 
McCormick. 

Participants can reg¬ 
ister the morning of the 
walk but it will be more 
efficient if most have 
registered ahead of time, 
says McCormick. 

Several options for 
stages of the walk are 
available, with later start 
from other locations.

Councillor 
hopes to clarify 
role of parking 
bylaw staff

Jim Collard has chaired 
the Town’s parking com¬ 
mittee for a long time - 
since the Town first hired 
a team of parking consul¬ 
tants who studied the 
many problems of park¬ 
ing on Old Town streets 
and looked for solutions. 

The town councillor 
guesses that was some¬ 
where around 14 years 
ago, but it could be lon¬ 
ger, he concedes. 

Since then, there have 
been many changes to 
town parking—changes 
to the number of parking 
spots, to the size of spots, 
their painted delinea¬ 
tions, the length of time 
and amount per hour 
charged on parking 
metres, the switch to pay 
and display metres, and 
an ever-widening grid of 
paid parking spaces. 

There have been many 
challenges and solu¬ 
tions—one of them, to 
free up space on Queen 
St. so that visitors, many 
with Shaw Festival tickets 
heading for the theatre, 
were not fruitlessly cir¬ 
cling as they looked for 
parking spots, says 
Collard. 

Another has been 
allowing space for resi¬ 
dents who want to shop, 
most often at the liquor 
store. That too has been 
accomplished with 
15-minute free parking 
spaces, on Queen St. and 
directly behind the Court 
House—although Collard 
hopes to have better sig¬ 
nage of those parking lot 
spaces—and with parking 
permits for those who live 

Since that first study, 
the parking committee, 
which is made up of rep¬ 
resentatives from town 
council, the wineries, the 
downtown businesses, 
the Shaw Festival and res¬ 
idents, has been meeting 


quarterly. 

The fact that parking 
solutions are working is 
reflected in the decrease 
of the number of com¬ 
plaints, Collard says. 

“We used to get lots of 
complaints. We don’t get 
many any more,” he says. 

But since the Town 
doesn’t keep bylaw offi¬ 
cers through the fall and 
winter, other than the 
supervisor and maybe 
one staff member, each 
year at the beginning of 
the tourist season there 
are bylaw officers new to 


the job. 

This year, there has 
been some concern by 
Queen St. merchants and 
others that those who are 
issuing tickets and deal¬ 
ing with the public may 
be a little on the officious 
side, says Collard. 

Since there is little in 
the way of enforcement 
through the fall and win¬ 
ter, at the beginning of 
the tourist season, “there 
is a heightened anxiety 
on the part of everyone. 
We start to do stuff that 
we did the year before,” 


he says. 

Bylaw officers are 
expected to do their job, 
but in a manner that is 
courteous and consider¬ 
ate, says Collard. 

Bylaw officer Dion 
Kedian considers the role 
of his bylaw officers to be 
at least partly about pub¬ 
lic relations, and says they 
will often try to find the 
driver of a car and warn 
them before issuing a 
ticket. 

There is a grace period 
of 20 minutes with an 
expired pay and display 


ticket, and a grace period 
of five minutes for those 
using the 15-minute free 
parking spaces. 

And if a driver ques¬ 
tions a ticket, says Collard, 
there are photos taken 
when tickets are issued to 
verify it’s fair. 

“If a ticket has been 
written too early, the 
driver gets a bye,” he 

The councillor will be 
making a motion at coun¬ 
cil Monday, he says, ask¬ 
ing that an open house be 
held each spring so that

residents and merchants 
can meet the bylaw offi¬ 
cers, be reminded of the 
regulations that haven’t 
been enforced over the 
winter, and to allow for 
some feedback from the 
public. 

He also will ask in his 
motion that bylaw officers 
be expected to do their 
job effectively, while at 
the same time being cour¬ 
teous and considerate, he 

Meanwhile, he will 
continue chairing quar¬ 
terly meetings of the park¬ 
ing committee to see 
where the Town canim- 

“Can we do a better 
job? The times require us 
to do a better job. 
Hopefully, council will 
never take their eye off 
parking. This is a town 
that invites people to visit, 
and we need to constantly 
be balancing the needs of 
the residents and the 
tourists.” 

The parking commit¬ 
tee meets next Tuesday, 
June 25, at 3 p.m. in the 
council chamber in Virgil, 
and is open to the public.

Current trend of health care system - is it really unsustainable? 


Health system 
and service 
delivery 
discussed at 
InfoHealth lecture 


Introducing the latest 
InfoHeath lecture at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Public 
Library, Dr. Bill Brown said 
“The current trend of the 
health system is really 
unsustainable." 

Last Wednesday's pre¬ 
sentation was given by 
Gabriela Glattstein-Young 
and Jamie Harshman, both 
second year medical stu¬ 
dents at the Niagara 
Regional Campus of 
McMaster School of 
Medicine. 

Overall, they said, there 
is a small portion of the 
community population 
which accounts for signifi- 
canthealth care cost. Among 
high-end users of health 
care are seniors, people with 
chronic diseases, and peo¬ 
ple with mental health 
issues or addictions. 

In Ontario the Niagara 
Region has the highest pop¬ 
ulation concentration of 
seniors.

service seniors typically 
have longer stays in a hospi¬ 
tal when they are admitted. 
This places Niagara Region 
hospitals in a unique situa¬ 
tion as to the focus on care, 
which corresponds to the 
cost of care. 

While a goal of standard¬ 
ized care across the prov¬ 
ince is attractive, the chal¬ 
lenge is each region has its 
own unique population 
demographic which results 
in differing needs between 
regions. 

In order to respond to 
unique regional needs the 
province has created family 
health teams, they 
explained. 

These partnerships 
include relationships 
between family doctors, 
registered nurses, dietitians

Common barriers to 
health care faced by patients 
are “wait times” for appoint¬ 
ments, repeated assess¬ 
ments and tests. The family 
health team approach is 
able to address these barri¬ 
ers through increased col¬ 
laboration between special- 

while still in the devel¬ 
opment stages, electronic 
medical records are anoth¬ 
er effort toward standard¬ 
ization of critical care which 
will speedup care to patients 
and result in cost-saving 
measures to the health sys- 

As seniors are among the 
high users of health care the 
strategy is to ensure that 
every senior has a primary 
care provider. There is also a 
move to expand house calls 
for seniors, with easier 
access to personal support 
workers. 

As there are often situa¬ 
tions when seniors are not 
well enough to be on their 
own, yet well enough to not 
be hospitalized, there is a 
need to create short-stay 


beds in long-term health 
care facilities. 

Also many hospital stays 
by seniors are the result of 
injuries from falling, we 
learned. This represents the 
need to expand fall preven¬ 
tion training and exercise 
programs for seniors. The 
government is also increas¬ 
ing funding to community 
services supporting home- 

Also attending the ses¬ 
sion was Donna Cripps, 


Chief Executive Officer of 
the Hamilton Niagara 
Haldimand Brant Local 
Health Integration Network 
(UHN). 

Cripps acknowledged 
the reality that the health 
care system is quite large in 
coordinating care for more 
than 1.4 million people 
across the LIHN.

Harvest Barn owners 
want to turn farm 
market into retail 
wine store

The new owners of Harvest Bam, 
Joe Enrich and his daughter Sue 
Enrich, hope to soon be selling wine 
along with fresh fruit and vegetables. 

They took over the farm market 
from founder Doug Dinely about a 
year ago, planning to use the prime 
Niagara Stone Road location as a 
retail store for Rancourt Winery 
which is across the road from the 
Harvest Barn property on Concession 
4, and which they also recently pur¬ 
chased. 

The owners envision a similar 
arrangement to the Fourth Ave. 
Harvest Barn, which includes a wine 

There will be an addition to 
Harvest Barn, with a small produc¬ 
tion facility and hospitality area. The 
bulk of production will continue at 
the winery, councillors heard 
Monday. 

A zoning bylaw amendment is 
required to allow an estate winery 
on the site. 

The two properties are separated 
by East and West Line, but will be 
operated as one entity, the planning 
committee heard. 

Town planning staff and the plan¬ 
ning committee are supporting the 
request, but some concerns were 
noted at Monday’s meeting. 


An estate winery, several council¬ 
lors said, is good “value-added” for 
long-term sustainability of the agri¬ 
food industry. 

“I see this as a nice first step 
toward helping the agricultural 
industry,” said Counc. Jim Collard. 

“I’m in full support of value-add¬ 
ed farm operations,” agreed Counc. 
Dennis Dick. “It may be the saviour 
of agriculture in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake.” 

But he is also concerned about 
wineries cropping up on small par¬ 
cels of land on Niagara Stone Road, 
to take advantage of the a good 
location on a main thoroughfare. 

“I don’t want to see a bunch of 
larger wineries on small parcels of 
land on (Regional Rd.) 55. It 
wouldn’t bode well for our indus¬ 
try.” 

The Town’s zoning bylaw requires 
a minimum of 20 acres for an estate 
winery, with the majority of land 
planted in grapes. But it also states 
proposals for smaller parcels will be 
considered if other policies are met 
and the rural image of an estate win¬ 
ery isn’t jeopardized. 

The Harvest Barn property is 
only nine acres, but combined with 
the Rancourt site is 21.5 acres. 

No land will be taken out of agri¬ 
cultural production as a result of the 
rezoning, the planning report notes. 

Counc. Terry Flynn also noted his 
concern about traffic safety on 
Niagara Stone Rd., asking for better 
signage so that traffic exits the 
Harvest Barn parking lot on East 
and West Line. 

Council will ratify the decision of 
the planning committee Monday.

Albert spoke of Secord’s 
accomplishments to the 
Queen, who sent 100 
pounds to her—at that 
point she was a widow liv¬ 
ing in poverty—but also as 
recognition of the heroic 


role Laura had played dur¬ 
ing the War of 1812. 

Secord's walk took place 
in 1813, but it was many 
years before it came to full 
public notice, wrote 
Hughes—in the years 
immediately following the 
war it was known only to 
those directly involved, 
such as FitzGibbon, and to 
family, friends and neigh¬ 
bours.

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Music Niagara commissions opera to premier at St. Marks Church 



Opera to tell 
story of 
Secord's 
adventures 
during War of 1812

During a weekend-long 
celebration of Laura Secord, 
an original piece of music 
will premiere at St. Mark’s 
Church, 200 years from the 
day Secord walked into her 
place in Canadian history. 

Two years ago, Music 
Niagara artistic director Atis 
Bankas commissioned 
Laura Secord: An Opera, 
and Canadian composer 
Mark Richards set to work. 

It’s a dramatic creation, 
says Music Niagara execu¬ 
tive director Chris Blake, 
and tells the story of Secord’s 
life and adventures during 
the War of 1812. 

It begins with the elderly 


Laura meeting the Prince of 
Wales in 1860, says Blake, 
then goes back to the story 
of the Battle of Queenston 
Heights, where her husband 
James Secord was wounded, 
then to the evening she 
overhears American sol¬ 
diers talking about their 
battle plans, and her walk to 
the DeCew House to warn 
the British. 

The process of commis¬ 
sioning the work and reveal¬ 
ing it in stages has been 
well-suited to the ongoing 
War of 1812 Bicentennial 
celebrations, says Blake. 
Last season, Music Niagara 
presented a workshop per¬ 
formance of the first two 
acts, unveiled to very recep¬ 
tive audiences. 

The audience reaction 
encouraged this next step: 
Richards has completed the 
entire book and score, and 
the concert version Saturday 
is intended as a sneak pre¬ 
view of the complete work, 
prior to the full staging of 
the opera next season, 
which will co-incide with 


the final year of the bicen¬ 
tennial celebrations. 

“This is our contribution 
to this important bicenten¬ 
nial event. It was a timely 
thing to do and we were in a 
position to do it,” said 
Blake. 

“We’ll run it the whole 
way through, see how the 
audience reacts, and look at 
what we need to do for next 
year. This is a chance to see 
how the story unfolds, how 
the music flows, how the 
characters develop and the 
high and low points of dra¬ 
matic action. We’ll see what 
we have and how we need 

Each step has been an 
opportunity to raise money 
for the next step, he adds. 

"The costs of creating an 
opera are greater than the 
costs of anything else we’ve 
done. We’re hoping with 
this performance people 
will realize how serious we 
are, how carefully we’ve 
worked on it, and will be 
willing to support it. We 
hope it will generate some 


excitement for next year. 
We'll need some support to 
make It happen." 

Saturday’s concert will 
also help decide how much 
staging is necessary, and 
what kind of a venue will be 
best-suited to next year’s 
opera, he said. 

“We know we want to do 
it in NOIL, but we’re not 
sure of the perfect venue. 
After Saturday we’ll be able 

Richards, a Toronto-born 
composer, music theorist 
and pianist, is currently on 
faculty at the University of 
Lethbridge in Alberta, 
teaching courses in music 
theory, music history, the 
music of Beethoven, and 
film music. 

The Laura Secord con¬ 
cert is directed by Joel Ivany, 
founder and artistic direc¬ 
tor of Against the Grain the¬ 
atre, a Toronto music col¬ 
lective.

Residents of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake are being 
encouraged to drop off 
their household hazard¬ 
ous waste June 22, 8 to 3 
p.m., at the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Municipal 

Bob Vanyo, contract 
manager for the Niagara 
Region, says the annual 
household hazardous 
waste disposal in NOTL 
sees about 450 cars come 
through. 

Ail materials must be 
in the original or well- 
marked container to 
indicate its contents. 
Containers need to be 
securely capped and 
sealed. Liquid wastes 
must be no larger than 
20 litres each and no 
barrels or drums of liq¬ 


uid will be accepted. 

Gasoline will not be 
decanted at the depot. 
The container and the 
contents will be taken 
for safe disposal. 

Some unacceptable 
items are: ammunition, 
ballasts, commercial or 
industrial waste, con¬ 
struction and renovation 
materials, empty or dry 
paint cans, electronics, 
explosives, microwaves, 
PCB's, radioactive or 
pathological waste and 
smoke detectors. 

Acceptable items 
include: antifreeze, bat¬ 
teries, bleach, cleaners, 
compact fluorescent 
light bulbs, fertilizers, 
pesticides and herbi¬ 
cides, fluorescent light 
tubes, gasoline and 
motor oil, medications, 
partially full aerosol 
cans, paint, pool chemi¬ 
cals, propane tanks and 


cylinders, sharps (in

St. Saviour Church in 
Queenston has a long history, 
tied to the War of 1812. 

While its connection is 
primarily through General Sir 
Isaac Brock, the church is 
located just up the hill from 
the Laura Secord Homestead, 
and will celebrate her accom¬ 
plishments Saturday while 
commemorating 200 years of 


peace with neighbours t 

Since hundreds of people 
are expected to visit die vil¬ 
lage Saturday to celebrate 
Secord’s epic walk 200 years 
ago, St Saviour will open its 
doors from 12 p.m. to 4 p.m. 
with Rev. Janet Cashin on 
hand to talk about the history 
of the church. 

Parishioners have also 
organized a Strawberry Social 

church hall, at $5 per person. 


The strawberries, donated 
by a member of the congrega¬ 
tion, will be served with 
meringue and ice cream, says 
event organizer Maggie 
Davies, along with ice tea. 

“We’re a church with a 
very small congregation, and 
with so many people visiting 
Queenston, we hope to attract 
some new members,” says 

Formally titled St. Saviour, 
the Brock Memorial Church, 
the historic church on 


Princess St in Queenston i 
one of the few in Canada 
dedicated to the memory of a 
layman, says Vicki 
Lowenberger, Queenston res¬ 
ident and church parishioner. 
The saviour referred to in the 
name, she adds, is Brock. 

Although construction on 
the church in its current loca¬ 
tion didn't begin until 1877, it 
has a history that reaches fitr- 
ther back, says Lowenberger. 

By 1788, United Empire 
Loyalists had formed a con¬ 


gregation in Queenston. The 
congregation was served by 
missionaries until they built a 
church near the present York 
Road and the Niagara 
Parkway. The first service 
held in this building was in 
1792 and was conducted by 
the Rev. Mr. Addison, Rector 
of St Mark's. 

In 1820, the Rev. Brook 
Bridges Stevens, a military 
chaplain at Fort George in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
assumed the pastoral care of 


the congregation. However, 
in 1830 the church was struck 
by lightning and was largely 
demolished, says

also sees how special the 
NOTL Golf Club is, as they 
ranked them as the ninth 
best short golf course in the 
world, outside of the United 
States. They were also the 
only Canadian course to 
make the list. 

"It's amazing and incred¬ 
ible to be recognized. Golf 
Digest Magazine is the lead¬ 
ing golf publication in the 
world. To be ranked ninth in 
the whole world and the 
only one in Canada is amaz¬ 
ing,” said John Wiens, owner 
and operator of the club. 

The listed criteria for 
being a short course is one 
that is fewer than 18 holes, 
and playable in two hours. 


The top nine courses out¬ 
side the U.S. were selected 
by Golf Magazine 
Contributing Editor John 
Barton, as well as their inter¬ 
national affiliates. 

Wiens believes they were 
chosen as number nine 
based on a lot of factors. 

"A lot of work goes into 
getting the course in shape. 
We have a really strong sup¬ 
port system, which includes 
our pro shop and food and 
beverage system. They are 
all working well together," 
he said. 

Located on the southern 
shores of Lake Ontario, the 
NOTL Golf Club is a semi¬ 
private club, with close to 


300 full golfing members - it 
is also open to the public. 

It is the oldest surviving 
golf course in continental 
North America on its origi¬ 
nal land and has been in 
continuous operation since 
1875. 

“Our ranking was a lot of 
things put together, a com¬ 
bination of the work, loca¬ 
tion and history. The eighth 
green is still in its original 
place, and Fort Mississauga 
is still on the course. It has 
an exceptional lake view, 
the greens are well main¬ 
tained and the layout of the 
course is very similar to its 
original," said Wiens. 

The course is under the 


care of Mike Magwood, 
superintendent, and his 
dedicated crew. The historic 
course has continued to be 
maintained at a very high 
level. 

The Club is a full length 
9-hole course with a full ser¬ 
vice clubhouse, fully 
licensed dining room and 
bar as well as a lakefront 
patio with an exceptional 

"We have a strong mem¬ 
bership, and they were all 
thrilled to hear that we were 
chosen,” said Wiens. 

Its design can be traced 
back to John Geale 
Dickenson who was often 
credited with being Canada's 


oldest golfer at the time of 
his death in 1931. 

The course was built on 
historic land as it, along with 
the surrounding area, 
reflects historical battles 
held during the war of 1812. 
Members remember years 
ago when the moat designed 
to keep American troops at 
bay was used as a blind 
approach shot to a hidden 
green on hole two. 

The NOTL Golf Club is 
featured in the June 2013 
edition of Golf Digest 
Magazine alongside courses 
from England, Scotland, 
France, South Africa, 
Ireland, Dubai, Australia 
and Sweden.
